PARIS, July 26.—Intense bombardments and heavy fighting at 
various points on the French front are reported in the official com- 
munication issued tonight by the war office. The French succeed- 
ed in regaining some of the ground lost during the night to the 


Germans, 

The text of the statement reads: 

‘Engagements accompanied by an intense bombardment on the 
Hurtebise Plateau and south of Ailles continued throughout the 
day, but without enabling the enemy to make progress. At several 
points we re-captured the ground gained during the night by the 


adversary. 
“In Champagne, enemy attacks were renewed unsuccessfully 


during the course of the morning, followed in the afternoon by a 
violent bombardment, which extended on the left from Mont Blond 
and on the right as far as the neighborhood of Casque. Our artillery 
replied energetically, which rendered impossible a sortie by the 


German infantry. - ; } 
“On both banks of the Meuse the artillery was very active. 


The day was calm on the rest of the front. 

‘Belgian communication; ‘A surprise attack attempted by the 
Germans during the night against our trenches north of Dixmude 
failed completely, the enemy being repulsed by grenades, The 
usual artillery action took place.’ ’’ 


Giving Way Everywhere 
LONDON, July 26.—Pending the 
tightening of the reins of repression, 
the Russian troops everywhere in Gal- 
icla, from the region around Tarnapo!l 
southward to the southwestern Buko- 
wina border, are continuing to give 
way, with relatively little fighting, be- 
fore the Germans and Austro-Hunga- 
rians. The important towns of Buc- 
zacz, Tlumacz, Ottznia and Delatyn 
have been captured by the Teutonic 
allies, and the Russians also have been 
driven from the Tartar Pass in the 
Carpathians and their positions in the 
Kirlibaba sector to the southeast. 
The withdrawal of the Russians in 
he latter regions apparently paves the 
ay for the Teutons to re-enter Buko- 
yina, which, if accomplished, possibly 
vould make less stable the Russo-

In the north around Krevo, the 
Germans have been enabled to re- 
capture the greater part of the terri- 
tory taBen from them early in the 
week, compelling the Russians under 
a heavy artillery fire to fall back.

Speaker For Labor Party

LONDON, July 26.—The House of 
Commons, after employing the whole 
evening session in discussion of a 
peace resolution moved by James 
Ramsay Macdonald, Socialist and La- 
bor member, defeated it by a vote of 
148 to 19. The announcement of the 
figures was received with some cheers 
and much laughter. 

The smaliness of the numbers in 
the house when division was taken is 
an indication of the little interest 
shown by parliament in any hope of 
a useful peace movement at the pres- 
ent juncture, and the conviction was 
voiced in an important statement by 
Herbert H. Asquith, the former pre- 
mier, that nothing was to, be hoped 
from the present temper of the Ger- 
man reichstag and people. Mr. Mac- 
Donald, as shown by the vote, found 
very few supporters. 

George James Wardle, in behalf of 
the Labor party, declined to have any- 
thing to do with this pacifist resolu- 
tion, 

The speech of Andrew Bonar Law, 
the government leader in the house 
dealt largely with the Russian crisis 
He said that all the nations engaged 
were staggering under the blow, but 
that the resources of the allies were 
sufficient to make it absolutely cer- 
tain that unless their hearts failed 
them, they must secure the results for 
which they entered the war, The 
struggle had reached a point where it 
was a question of staying power, and 
in this matter he had absolute con- 
fidence in the allies. He was equally 
certain that if anything could delay 
peace it would be any sign of falter- 
ing. 

Philip Snowden, Socialist, said the 
debate disclosed that the British gov- 
ernment, more than any other belli- 
gerent, was standing in the way of an 
early settlement. He protested against 
more blood being shed to restore Al- 
sace-Lorraine to France,

Ool Ourrie Raises‘ Question In

OTTAWA, Ont., July 26.—The gov- 
ernment will introduce this session 
some amendments to the Doherty bill 
of Jast session in ald of provincial pro- 
hibitory legislation, but there will be 
no dominion-wide prohibition measure 
or no referendum on prohibition to 
be taken at the same time as the gen- 
eral elections, The amendments to 
the Doherty bill will not be of a very 
drastic character, but will be designed 
in the main to restore the clauses 
thrown out In the senate last seasion 
relating to prosecutions for infringe- 
ment of the provincial laws and to 
make a few other changes facilitating 
the carrying out ofgthe full intent of 
the provincial legislation. 

This in essence, was the conviction 
gathered this afternoon from Sir Rob- 
ert Borden's reply to the requests 
preferred by the dominion prohibition 
committee which waited upon him 
and other members of the govern- 
ment, The views of the committee 
were presented by Mr. Justice Lafon- 
taine, G. A. Warburton, B. A. Spence 
and J. H. Roberts, 

They urged, in the first place, legis- 
lation this session to give dominion- 
wide prohibition. Failing that, they 
should apply to every province which 
suggested elther a referendum or a 
dominion prohibitory act which 
legislated to come under it. This lat- 
ter alternative would practically 
mean absolute prohibition for all of 
Canada except Quebec and that prov- 
ince could legislate itself into the 
“bone dry” state whenever it wanted 
by this method would be the prohibi- 
to.

One of the most important mattere 
discussed at the convention of the 
Postal Clerks’ association, held in 
Winnipeg last week, was the status 
of clerks employed in whxt are Known 
as semi-staff post offices. A semi- 
staff post office is one where letter 
carriers and clerks are engaged, the 
former being recognized as civil ser- 
vants, while the latter have no stand- 
ing in the civil service. 

25 Offices of This Kind, 

There are approximateiy 25 of these 
post offices throughout Canada, They 
are situated at Belleville, Brockville, 
Chatham, Galt, Guelph, Niagara Falls, 
Owen Sound, Port Arthur, Fort Wil- 
liam, St. Catharines, St. Thomas, Sar- 
nia, Saulte Ste. Maris, Stratford, 
Prince Albert, Medicine Hat, Leth- 
bridge, Mrathcona, Trois Riviere, St. 
Hyacinthe, Sydney and other points. 
The position of these clerks is re 
garded as unjust, The various mat- 
ters that come up from time to time 
in the livterest of postal clerks do not 
in any way effect the cierks in the 
semi-staff post offices. There is 
legislation about to come into force 
whereby some relief will be granted 
to clerks in city post offices to meet 
the increased cost of living, and the 
Postal Clerks’ association is doing its 
utmost to see that the semi-staff 
office clerks are accorde1 the same 
measure of relief. 

865 a Month, 

It is stated that there are semi- 
ceiving salaries as low as $65 a 
month after a period of three years 
service, The reasdn for this is said 
to be that these men, not being civil 
servants and not under the Civil Ser- 
vice act, their salaries have not been 
increased since the outbreak of the 
war, although letter carriers at these 
offices have received their increases 
as usual, 

A clerk of five years’ experience #n 
a city post office would be tn receipt 
of over $90 per month, whereas a 
clerk in a semi-staff post office simi- 
larly situated would only be in receipt 
of $73 per month, although there

HEALTH OFFICER 
WILL PROSECUTE 
ERRING PARENTS 


Complaints That Bick Children 
Go To Theatres Are 
Received 


The outcry against children suffer- 
ing from whooping cough and other 
infectious diseases being allowed to be 
taken to public places, where they 
would be a source of danger to others, 
is growing and fresh complaints are 
coming to hand. ® 

One instance brought to the notice 
of the health departmont, and in It- 


self a particularly bad case, is that of 
a child which had a severe attack of 
whooping cough, being noticed at a 
local theatre. Another case reported 
was that of a child, suffering from 
the complaint, being at a public meet- 
ing in clgrge of the parents. 

The health department wish it to 
be known that they intend to prose- 
cute in some of these cases, 

Under the Health Act, the penalty 
for thus exposing a child suffering 
from Infectious disease is $60 and 
costs,

Mayor Henry was inclined to be 
doubtful about the disease germs from 
the laundry bundles, and did not think 
that they were a more likely source of 
infection than to sit next a person in

fected house. 
Superintendent Moir informed the 


committee that the Chinamen had to 
pay for the laundry bundles, 

Ald, Kinney thought that the bun- 
dles were a source of danger, also 
that the Chinese were competing with 
other jaundrymen who had to keep 
their own delivery rigs. 

Ald, Wilson mentioned the case of 
a farmer who got on the car at the 
south side and who was carrying two 
suit cases full of butter for sale at 
the market He pointed out that if 
they debarred one they would have to 
stop others, 

Mayor Henry said that he did not 
think that anything should be allowed 
on the cars that would prove a source 
of Inconvenlence to the passengers at 
large.

That there has been since the be- 
ginning of the year and is ngw,,..# 
steady stream of immigration into the 

jrande Prairie district is the infor- 
mation given by Malcolm Campbell, a 
well known business man from Grande 
Prairie who has been’ spending some 
time at Edmonton. Going Into the 
country when the Edson trail was at 
ite-worst, he says that conditions have 
“dvanced considerably since At 
resent both the town and country are 
n good shape, in spite of the frost 
that ruined a good deal of last seas- 
ona crop, The crop this year is look- 
ingewell. but rain is needed before 
long,;"otherwise damage@ wilt be done. 
With regard to the arrivals in the dis- 
trict 40 people per day, he said, had 
heen turned away from the immigra- 
tion hall because of lack of room. 
The speaker remarked that it was 
hardly time to dilate upon their char- 
acter, as it remained to be seen wheth- 
er they would measure up to the stan- 
dard of the old settlers, It required 
people of dauntless courage to take 
themselves and their belongings into 
the Grande Prairie country in the 
old days and such were not an every- 
tay breed. 

Homestead Land 

Asked if there was homestead land 

yet available in the district within 
sonvenient reach, it was answered that 
1 the Red Willow and Kleskin Lake 
listricts there was land to be had. 
tome of this was light brush, but it 
was good agricultural land. There 
were no vacant farms in the district— 
only those belonging to the boys who 
had gone to the war and these were 
being farmed by neighbors so that 
the crop would not be lost, 

With regard to the amount of acre- 
nee in crop there was not a great deal 
of difference from last year, he sald, 
lor instance, A, Adair, who had 1200 
acres last year, has 900 this year as 
400 acres are in summer fallow, A 
considerable amount of last year's 
crop was saved, as the frost was prin- 
cipally experienced in, the lower 
grounds, and so there was plenty of 
grain for seed and for feed.

In regard to the latter, it 
was understood that meetings for 
public speaking formed a part of the 
program. 

Asked for his views on the matter, 
Superintendent Moir said that his ex- 
perience was that if the street rall- 
way did pay for the band that they 
would not get more people than who 
went to the park now. 

Ald. Bush said that he had been 
watching the street car dunday reports 
and they did not differ a great deal 
from last winter in the number of pae- 
sengers carried, It would also be un~- 
fair to provide a band at one park 
and not at another. 

Ald, Wilson thought it would be 
most unwise to contemplate spending 
money in this manner, W: en they had 
just had a statement from the mayor 
on the state of the city finances, He 
would propose that mo action be ta- 
ken. 

Ald. Kinney said that he would like 
to see it tried for a couple of weeks. 

It was decided by a majority that 
no recommendation in favor be made. 

The committee afterwards went to 
the park to see what could be done 
with the lake in the way of getting it 
into shape for the children.

The trouble is caused by the cab- 
bage root maggot, which is an outcome 
of the cabbage maggot fly, a small pest 
which deposits small white elongated 
eggs on the stems of the plants.

SOLDIERS’ BILL 


AFTER DEBATE 


Hon, F. Oliver Suggests Expro- 
priation Of Land Near 
Railways. 


Otiawa, July 26—In the house of 
commons last evening, after the re- 
cess, the soldiers’ settlement bill re- 


ceived second reading, and it was 
moved into committee, Later it Mb 


reported and given third reading. 
G. Turriff placed himself on record 
as absolutely opposed to the principle 
of placing the men on land who were 
not accustomed to farming. Those 
returned soldiers who had been far- 
mers before they left might well take 
advantage of the measure, but the 
bill applied to returned soldiers from 
any part of the empire. 

These men had been living in large 
bodies for the past three years and it 
was now proposed to send them 20, 
30 or 40 miles from the railroad to 
settle. He ventured to say that not 
one in 60 would make good. The 
country had had experience before in 
assisting inexperienced men to set- 
tle. Most of them had given up at the 
end of a few years without being able 
to pay a cent of the advances and the 
mortgage companies had taken over 
the land In lieu of the debt. 


Hon, Dr. Roche declared that no 
man was receiving the grant unless 
he had been recommended by the 


board 

Mr. Turriff asked if the bill applied 
to returned soldiers from India and 
Dr. Roche replied that It did not, that 
it only applied to the self-governing 
dominions of the empire, 

Dr. Roche then moved in amend- 
ment to the bill that the privileges be 
extended to those also who, being Bri- 
tish subjects before the war resident 
in Canada, had served during the war 
with any of his majesty'’s allies, The 
amendment was carried. 

Mr. Oliver declared that in resery- 
ing land for returned soldiers and in 
granting them priority in such reser- 
vations, care must be taken not to 
prejudice ordinary settlement, 

Dr. Roche declared that such reser- 
vations would not be held longer than 
two years. The board would be guld- 
ed by the number of applicants, 

Land Near Ratlways. 

Mr. Oliver thought the government 
should expropriate land near the rall- 
ways and sell it to the soldiers and 
settlers at falr prices. The plan, he 
said, had the approval of Lord 
Shaughnessy. 

Sir Thomas White said that it might 
be necessary some time to expropori- 
ate such lands held by private inter- 
ests, This was a matter which had 
often been considered, but It could not 
be undertaken at present, as it was not 
possible to finance such an undertak- 


| Today We Celebrate 


The Whiskey Lnsurrectioon, 

It was toward the end of July, 1791, 
tha. the “whiskey question” was 
prominently betore the country and 
in Western Pennsyivania grew into a 
situation replete with danger for the 
newly estabiisaned governinent of tne 
United States. There occurred at thus 
time what is known as the Whiskey 
Insurrection, which was caused by 
the government excise tax levied on 
spirits distilled from graiu, a measure 
devised by Aiexander Haimiliton, then 
secretary of the treasury, to bring in- 
to tne coffers of the young nation 
inuch needed revenue, ‘his law was 
enacted in 1791, It provided for a 
tax of nine to twenty-live cents @ gal- 
lon, according to the strength of the 
liquor, The new tax bore heavily on 
Western Pennsylvania, which was 
then a farming community, the chier 
produce ‘being grain, Owing to the 
sreat cost of transportation the only 
inanner in which it Was possible tuo 
make @ profit on the grain was to dis- 
thl it into whiskey. A cask.of whiskey 
could easily be carried by horse or 
Wagon and the price received paid the 
transportation and left « profit, ‘Nnus 
popuiar indignation ran Ligh when it 
became known that ihe government 
had levied a tax on the oniy product 
that supported the Western Pennsyl- 
vania farmers and distillers, The first 
formal protest against the law was 
made at a meeting held in Brownas- 
ville, July 27, 1791, when it was ar- 
ranged tnat committees from four 
Pennsylvania counties Allegheny, 
Fayette, Washington and Westinore- 
land—should convene. Resolutions 
Were passed condemning the law ana 
advising that any one accepting office 
under it be treated with contempt and 
be withheld aid and comfort. Ata la 
ter meeting in September, Albert Gal- 
latin presided, That same month 
Robert Johnson, while attempting to 
serve marshall’s writs, was sot upon 
Uy insurrectionists and tarred and 
feathered, keeling ran high and out- 
rages against inspectors were fre- 
quent. Finally by proclamation dates 
September 16, 1792, President Wash- 
ington “earnestiy exhoried and ad- 
monished all persona to refrain and 
desist from all unlawful combinations 
and proceedings having as their object 
the obstruction of the excise law.” But
